self. 
At 70 years, she still handled all the 


deals, was an expert with the lasso, rode with 
her cowboys and made her "J. A." ranch fa- 
mous as the best in Texas. 
At all big stock 


siloes, her cattle won first prizes. 


Despite this activity, 
Mrs. Adair 
found 


time—rather, made time—to improve herseK 
mentally and spiritually. She was a devotee 
of music and a connoisseur of art. 
She and 


the nobility of England visited back and forth.

The figures concerning business mortality for 


the third quarter ot the year have recently ap- 
peared. In number they are greater than the 
failures for the second quarter, but- the total lia- 


bilities involved are less. The showing is the worst in years, as we 
have predicted it would be. Not since 1915 were there more failures 
while the liabilities are the largest for decades. 


With business as it has been, there is ilttle cause for surprise that 


failures have been as numerous and as heavy as they have been. 
Never before did we have such an inflation of prices and such specu- 
lative overexpansion. Had we not had a good banking system that 
prevented an acute money panic thf situation would be much worse 
than it is. Th,. developments in the fuure depend mainly upon how 
far high cost material has actually been worked off. Banks are still 
carrying a good many weak firms, but they are more and more likely 
to stand from under this burden and let weaker brothers sink or swim.
